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Mexico Catches 


a Wanted Man 


for the U. S. A. 


THAT NEWSSTORY 1 commented 


on January 8 turned out to bo 


the beginning of a nation-wide man- 
hunt — climaxed after a week of 
headlines by the capture in Mex- 
ico yesterday of William E. Cook, 
Jr., Missouri penitentiary parolee. 


It speaks well of U. S.- Mexican 


relations that the suspected slayer 
of eight was promptly 
arrested 


when he sought refugee below the 
Rio Grande, and was turned over 
to the United States FBI men in 
California. 


Where violent crime is concern- 


cd the North American continent 
is virtually one nation, reading al- 
most the same 
telegraph 
news, 


seeing the same newspaper pic- 
tures, and listening to similar radio 
newscasts. A desperado 
on 
the 


loose, murdering travelers in their 
cars, is a menace to every nation 
on our continent; but fortunately 
our interconnected communications 
make the news known everywhere 
and enable police to establish iden- 
tification. 


That's what happened south of Ti- 


juana. Cook went into a Mexican 
village for food, was recognized 
and seized by police. In a matter 
of hours he was brought up to Ti- 
juana, on the border, and turned 
over to our FBI. The Mexican po- 
lice acted as swiftly and courag- 
eously as our best U. S. officers. 
And that's a fine proof of continent- 
al solidarity. 


Getting back to Cook — you are 


reminded that in the column of 
January 8 this writer pointed out 
that a 
man 
of well-established 


criminal intent was paroled from 
the Missouri penitentiary, enabling 
him to set forth on an orgy of ter- 
ror and murder. It is time now to 
repeat the statement made on Jan 
uary 8: 


The circumstances of the Cook 


parole should be investigated, and 
the facts and names given wide 
publicity. Behind

there is individual responsibility— 
and the prime question now 
is

home town of Joplin, Mo. 


Discovered in water in an 
un- 


used mine shaft were the bodies 
of Mosscr 33; his wife, Thclma, 
29; Ronald Dean seven; Cary Cnrl 
five and Pamela Sue three. All 
had been shot, the parents and old- 
er boy having been bound 
and 


gagged first. 


There were last seen alive with 


Cook some two weeks ago. The 
finding of their blood-soaked auto 
near Tulsn, Okla., Jan. 3 touched 
off an exhaustive search for them 
and the 23-year-old baclman. 


Cook was flown here yesterday 


and arraigned on federal charges 
of kidnaping. He also is charged 
with fleeing to avoid prosecution 
on a charge of murdering Robert 
E. Dewey 33, Seattle salesman, 
near Blythe Calif., Jan. 6,

the Atlantic treaty with our mili- 
tary forces." 


Senator Douglas (D-Ill) said he 


will force the issue if the admin 
istrnlion does not move to bring 
the question to a vote, 


Interested senators said the mat- 


ter is being laid before the demo 
cratic policy committee with the 
possibility that a resolution ap- 
proving the transfer of troops may 
be forthcoming soon. 


This would counter n resolution 


offered by Senator Wherry of Ne 
braska, the Republican leader, to 
prohibit the transfer of any troops 
until congress approves the action 
in advance. Wherry contends his 
proposal merely would delay a mil- 
itary decision and would not nec- 
essarily hull future troop transfers.

With U. S. Troops in Korea — 


/I')—In wartime tho men 
at the 


ront — those who do the 
most 


ighting — usually know the least 
about what is going on. 


It is hard to get news up to a 


nan in the'foxholes and there-fore 
he "big picture" to him too often 
s limited to what the enemy on the 
hill ahead is going to do next. 


But the men In the foxholes do 


iave a real hunger to know what 
s one battlefront commander who 
and how soldiers in other sectors 
are faring. And like everyone else 
hey want fresh news. 


Col. John T. Corley of Brooklyn, 
s one attlefront commander who 
has taken steps to see that his 
men are kept infrmed. 


Corley, 
at 
30. is 
one of the 


army's most decorated officers. He 
holds 13 medals for heroism and 
meritorious service. When he took 
over command of the Negro 24th 
regiment he started a daily paper 
for his troops. He called it the 
"Eagle Forward." 


The l i t t l e two-page 
mimeo- 


graphed newspaper has become 
one of the most popular publica- 
tions in Korea. U is as 
crisply 


breezy as Corley himself—a cheer- 
ful, tough-minded young officer. 


The first page It 
devoted 
to 


world news of importance, includ- 
ing the latest war developments in 
Korea. The second page tells th 
activities of different units within 
the regiment and the achievement* 
of individual soldiers.
